The new Smith-Cotton High school 
will be a school building rivalt <1 by 
none in Central Missouri and prob 
ably the equal of any in the state. 
Work upon that 
structure 
is 
pro­ 
gressing rapidly and in the opinion 
of those in c harge w ill be finn ie d 
well within the contract time, which 
calls for its completion on Ma ch 31, 
3925. 
Work of the school year for hi ch 
school students however will bo con­ 
cluded in the old building, according 
to F. L. Ludemann, president of the 
school board. 
The 
present 
senior 
class of that school will probably be 
graduated with exercises at the ne v 
building but otherwise 
the 
Smith- 
Cotton High school w ill not be use ti 
until the opening of the fall term in 
1925. 
The edifice is splendidly con tinct­ 
ed 
of 
concrete, 
brick 
and 
tile, 
thoroughly fire proof, equipped with 
the most modern of furnaces, toilets, 
sanitation conveniences and tie* lat­ 
est thing in 
ventilating 
systems. 
There are thirty-eight class rooms in 
the building, capable of accomodat­ 
ing over one thousand students. A 
lmya auditorium facing the gymnas­ 
ium, which, by means 
of 
folding 
doc: *. may be cut off to form a p'*r-j 
feet stage, will scat 1,200 persons 
when completed. 
The 
gymnasium, 
fifty by eighty feet, 
will 
provide 
room for nearly a thousand more, in 
the gymnasium basketball and other 
sports will be 
staged. 
An 
ideal 
Fhowerbath 
room 
is 
conveniently 
close. 
Within another 
month 
construc­ 
tion of the school will be sufficiently 
advanced that the 
general 
public 
may realize the perfection 
el 
tho 
building, according 
to 
Mr. 
Lu de- 
man n. 
All floors will be of concrete, cov­ 
ered with the highest grade of lino­ 
leum. 
On the first floor a cafeteria 
will be installed. 
The principal's of­ 
fice and that of the superintendent 
of schools will be 
located 
on the 
first floor. 
The school library and 
manual training rooms will be on the 
first floor. 
The mechanics of the huge Ii at­ 
ing and ventilating system are inter­ 
esting, even to the uninitiated. 
The 
ventilating system was inst ailed at 
a cost of about $30,00!>. Air from the 
outside is admitted through a serie s 
of openings, 
and 
passes 
through 
heating registers, the temperature of 
which is 
automatically 
controlled, 
pulled by huge electrically operated 
fans through a water bath iii which 
it is freed 
of 
impurities, 
drawn 
through another register and 
then 
forced into huge tunnels leading to 
every room in the building. 
The old 
air is forced from the rooms by exit 
tunnels leading to 
tile 
roof. 
The 
machinery required in the system is 
housed in from the remainder of the 
school by solid brick walls and will 
he practically noiseless according to 
George Suter, installation engineer. 
The tremendous furnace, which is 
now' in operation, is automatically: 
controlled. When temperature of the 
looms of tho school reach the point 
indicated on a dial fixed in the en­ 
gine room. the heat Is shut off. 
The building faces north, towards 
the home of Mrs. Sarah E. Cotton, 
who donated the site for the school. 
Sidewalks will be constructed along 
the front of the building from [Mass­ 
achusetts to Washington avenue. 
The structure is of three stories, 
the top story of which has open sky­ 
lights. 
Magnificent 
and 
efficient 
lighting fixtures will 
be 
installed. 
Concrete 
stairways

guards are provided. 
The building 
will present a very imposing appear­ 
ance, upon completion. 
The spacious tract of land to the 
east of the school will be utilized as

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FAITH POINTS THE WAY. 
To be f.ble to loo : at things in the right 
way is one 
of 
the 
greatest 
blesings 
vouchsafed us. 
It is a pity that we do not 
all possess it, but an even greater pity 
that some of us who do possess it do not 
make the best and wisest use of it. Natur­ 
ally each one of 
use 
believes that we 
know best as regards those happenings in 
life that most nearly concern us. Perhaps 
we do and perhaps we do not. 
Of course 
we take more interest in our individual af­ 
fairs than anyone else can and to that 
extent at least we should be able, it would 
appear, 
to 
know what should 
be 
best 
for our own selves. 
However, 
there 
are many angles from which to look upon 
such matters, particularly as to the effects 
upon each of us. We may want very much 
to adopt a certain course believing it to be 
the best one to take, but many con­ 
siderations enter into nearly all of our in­ 
dividual concerns other than our private 
ones, and sometimes we are not able to 
act in the way we would like but must 
defer such a luxury indefinitely. 
It is 
’such experiences that cause disappoint­ 
ment, irritability and loss of patience. We 
grow* a bit weary of being forced to re­ 
nounce our own hopes and ambitions and 
particularly so when we know* that our 
chances of realizing 
them 
become less 
pronounced as the years pass. 
However, it must he borne in mind that 
even the disappointing way things hap­ 
pen sometimes is the best way after all. 
We have no means of knowing what ef­ 
fect the fruition of our hopes and ambi­ 
tions would have upon us, nor have wTe any 
means of knowing what effect the lack of 
disappointment and sacrifice would have 
made upon our lives. There are many ways 
to look upon life and its happenings, and 
while it is but natural to feel disappoint­ 
ment and bitterness when we are forced 
to bend under the rod, still the discipline 
meted out to us in this way might have in 
the end far better results than if our hopes 
had been realized easily and naturally. 
Just to be able to have the deep-set faith 
that carries us far beyond all the sacri­ 
fices we must make and the bitter ef­ 
fects of these sacrifices is the priceless 
blessing that w’e must work for and suf­ 
fer for and pray for. 
It does not matter 
so much then whether we meet disap­ 
pointment or not. 
We have faith to tide 
us over whatever happens and faith to 
help us to look on the best.side of things. 
As a matter of fact, faith is the abilty to 
look at things the right way, to believe 
that whatever happens is for the best and 
to make the most of any condition we are 
called upon to bear. 
It is not always easy to feel that degree 
of faith that makes us eager and willing 
to sacrifice our own hopes. 
This is but 
a natural condition and one that must bo 
dealt with by natural methods. 
We all 
owe ourselves something individually and 
we must be as careful to discharge that 
debt to ourselves as we are to discharge 
debts that we owe others. 
It is iii the dis­ 
charge of this personal debt that we find 
many of the greatest complications of life. 
Sometimes even self 
sacrifice 
does not 
cancel the indebtedness; indeed it almost 
seems to increase it. 
Patience and fair- 
dealing, honest methods and impartial ac­ 
tions play no small part in the solution of 
some of these problems that come so close 
to us at times. 
Their use, however, goes 
a long way towards putting us into that 
frame of mind and strength of conviction 
that enables us to look at things, it not in 
exactly the right way, then at least to 
look at them more correctly and more 
hopefully than we have done in the past. 
It 
often 
occurs 
to 
most 
of 
us 
to 
wonder just what is the right way to 
look at the happenings and developments 


of life. 
That is a question we must pon­ 
der for ourselves and work out for our­ 
selves, 
bearing 
in 
mind 
that 
many 
of 
the 
trials 
and 
disappointments 
and sorrow's that come are blessings in 
disguise, not that we are able to accept 
them as such at the moment, but that in 
the fullness of time and the mellowness of 
our own faith we shall understand how’ 
and why we had to hear them. 
Faith 
works many miracles and not the least of 
these is the ability to take a fair and im­ 
partial view* of all that happens, and to 
make the best and the most of whatever 
experiences we must endure. 
There are 
only two ways of looking at anything, or 
of doing anything in this life—the right 
way and the wrong way. 
The choice is 
left to us and any man in his right senses, 
once he realizes and admits this truth, 
will lose no time in discovering the right 
way.

FRANKNESS WITH THE PUBLIC. 
It is in the way of being a tribute to the 
common sense of the meat packers to call 
attention to their 
declared 
purpose of 
keeping the public informed of their busi­ 
ness in various of its phases. 
Time was 
when the packing houses, in common with 
most other great corporations, did not 
bother so much about what the public was 
thinking or what that public was consider­ 
ing. 
Now% said the chairman of the com­ 
mittee on public relations of the Institute 
of American Meat Packers “the industry 
keeps the public better informed and has 
given out information of the most intimate 
nature concerning sales, profits and oper­ 
ating costs.” 
Had the meat packers grasped the wis­ 
dom of this policy several years ago they 
would have been spared a world of tribu­ 
lation and the necessity for some searching 
investigations w'ould have been avoided. 
With the industry evidencing a willingness 
to let the public know what is going for­ 
ward, there is less of a disposition to feel 
that profiteering is practical. 
While the 
packers are informing the people, they* 
are doing themselves a great service in 
that they are in some measure upbuilding 
public confidence in their methods. 
Those groups, 
whether 
representing 
public interests 
or 
interests depending 
upon the public, who think they can with­ 
hold information as to their service are 
embarked on a foolish course. If the pub­ 
lic is not told of events w’hen they are 
happening, it will not harken to calls for 
succor when 
conditions happen to go 
awry. 
Being frank w*ith the public is iii 
its essence a selfish policy because the 
benefit is direct. 
Certainly, in the United 
States, the people wish to be informed and 
where they are not told in season they 
will not be in a mood to sympathize when 
difficulties are met. 
No man who may 
need the public some day can afford to go 
about his affairs without taking thought 
of W’hat the public should know’. 
Where 
the public is thoughtfully informed, it is 
less likely to render an unfair decision.

ARE OUT FOR INDEPENDENCE. 
The recent election in the Philippines, 
anticipated with some anxiety because the 
reports indicated 
that 
there 
might be 
trouble, seems to have passed off peace­ 
fully 
enough. 
That 
is 
gratifying, but 
there is little cause for gratification in the 
result of the balloting. 
The coalitionist 
party, which is bitterly opposed to Gov­ 
ernor General Wood and the battle cry 
of which is “independence for the Philip­ 
pines,” won a decisive victory. 
Of course, the Philippines will not be 
granted independence because of the re­ 
sult of this election. 
The principle of self- 
determination is one which this nation en­ 
dorses with mental reservations. 
In gen­ 
eral, w'e consider it outrageous that some 
other nation should insist upon holding in 
subjection a province or a people desirous 
of independence. 
But we make an excep­ 
tion of our own case and we have no pres­ 
ent indication of granting freedom to the 
Filipinos. 
Some time in the future, per­ 
haps, the thing may be considered. 
But 
not now’. 
Hence the victory of the independence 
party, which is also the anti-Wood party, 
is, in one sense, meaningless. 
In another 
sense, however, it means a good deal, 
since it was conceded that this party’s vic­ 
tory in the election would greatly stimu­ 
late separatist sentiment and activities in 
the islands. 
We may get an idea of the 
spirit and temper with w'hich America 
will have to deal in the Philippines from 
the statement of the separatist leader fol­ 
low's the election. 
After expressing his 
gratification over 
the 
triumph of the 
“forces of freedom,” he declares that the 
goal now’ to be striven for is the over­ 
throw of “the autocracy of Governor Gen­ 
eral Wood” and “the achievement of the 
earliest 
possible 
independence 
of 
our 
country.” 
Here, then, is a bothersome problem 
on our hands— a real Filipino independ­ 
ence movement which threatens to cause 
considerable annoyance. 
When General 
Wood comes back to render an account of 
his stewardship, lie will probably explain 


why it was that the Filipino pot, quiescent 
up to that time, started to boil so furiously 
when he took charge of it.

BARUCH’S 
REVOLUTIONARY 
PRO­ 
POSAL. 
From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Bernard Baruch, big business man, eco­ 
nomist and publicist and one of the lead­ 
ing industrial administrators for the gov­ 
ernment during the w'ar, has issued a 
statement of historic significance. 
It fol­ 
lowed a closed meeting of 150 former 
members of the war industries board. His 
text was: 
“ What shall be the attitude of 
the government toward business?” 
It was not the stereotyped appeal for 
“ hands off business.” Quite the contrary, 
it indicated that, if it can have the Sher­ 
man antitrust law suspended, business is 
willing to submit to governmental regula­ 
tion in the form of a court of commerce 
which would permit it to combine, fix 
prices and limit production whenever a 
glutted market should render desirable 
such an expedient. 
“Shall the Sherman law,” as’;# Borah, 
“ prevent great combinations and assoc­ 
iations, or shall business be permitted to 
combine for better production and distri­ 
bution, thereby cheapening both and re­ 
sulting in lower prices for the consumer. 
And if they are permitted to function, 
what 
regulatory or supervisory pow'er 
should be exercised?” 
Since the experience of capacity pro­ 
duction during the war the specter that 
has haunted big business has been over­ 
production. 
The feedom of business sub­ 
ject to anti-trust law’s, has lost some of its 
charm ! w’hen difficulties impend, just as 
the freedo mof contract of the working 
man loses its cham to him when he is out 
of a job. 
The law’ of supply and demand, 
which is always shaken in the face of pa­ 
ternalistic reformers, also has been rele­ 
gated. That venerable law’, it is found, can 
’be as oppressive to overpproducing busi­ 
ness as it is to city renters following a 
war.

POLICE OF BOSTON 
BEGIN CLEAN-UP OF 
VICE IN COLLEGES 


Gambling, Drinking and Mixed 
Parties Bared—Report Bares 
Rooming House Laxness. 


BOSTON, Nov. 
15.— Charges of the 
intercollegiate 
committee 
consisting 
of 
representatives from the five leading col­ 
leges in this vicinity that vice is rampant 
among students and that the committee 
has found real 
evidence 
of 
gambling, 
drinking and mixed parties in Back Bay 
houses, have caused the police to start 
an 
active 
campaign 
against 
tempta­ 
tions open to students. 
Appended to the report is a long list of 
suggestions, 
by 
w’hich 
the 
committee 
hopes to remedy conditions. Among these 
are requests that the various colleges urge 
the police to be more strict in their atti­ 
tude toward “street walkers, mashers and 
drunkenness,” and that schools provide 
rooming houses “in which only students 
of one sex should live.” 


Everything for the Bad. 
“There is almost everything to help a 
student go wrong,” according to the re­ 
port, “and almost nothing to hinder him 
from going wrong. 
None of us pose for 
a moral reformer; none of us is looking 
for the evil side of life, but enough has 
come to our attention to make us feel that 
some effort should be made to give the 
student as 
much 
encouragement 
to do 
right as to do wrong.” 
Among 
the 
institutions 
represented 
were several 
departments 
of Harvard 
University, 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology, Boston University, Northeast­ 
ern University, Tufts College and Emerson 
College of Oratory. 
“ We freely admit that in many re­ 
spects, the students themselves are to 
blame for the existing conditions,” the 
report continues,* “ifht we also feel that 
there is very little, if any, restraint, plac­ 
ed upon the students by some of the insti­ 
tutions which they attend. 
“In some of the rooming houses young 
men and young women are, through force 
of circumstances, living with less protec­ 
tion from moral temptations than is de­ 
sirable. 
It is known that in some places 
w here men and women students live in the 
same house, there is very lax supervision 
and that the frequenting of one another's 
rooms, both during the day and night, is 
not at all unheard of. 
They Don’t Drop Shades. 
“It is known that between the houses 
it is not infrequently the case that both 
men and women dress and undress with­ 
out pulling down the shades. 
“It is maintained by some girl students 
that they can not pass through certain of 
our streets without being accosted by men. 
“It is known that there are groups of 
girl students and groups of men students 
living alone in apartments without any 
supervision whatsoever, and that parties 
including women, liquor and gambling go 
on frequently. 
“It is a fact that some of the dances 
held by some of the clubs and organiza­ 
tions of the colleges have been noticeable 
by the very considerable amount of drink­ 
ing that has gone on by both men and 
women. 
Drinking and the carrying of 
liquor to social functions is evidently con­ 
sidered a necessary part of the occasion 
with a great many of the students. Under 
the warming and 
exciting 
stimulus of 
liquor many of the students, both men 
and women, conduct themselves in a man­ 
ner which is contrary to their own best 
ideals. 
“If it is necessary to present home num­ 
bers and to produce witnesses of immor­ 
ality and loose moral conditions through­ 
out the Back Bay student area, give us a 
w’eek and we can produce enough to satis­ 
fy the most doubting persons. 
“ We believe that it would b? of benefit 
to the schools, the students and the stu­ 
dents* parents if each school would pro­ 
vide a list of approved rooming houses in 
which only students of one sex should live. 
“We brieve that there should be a 
close coperation between the fraternities 
and the school authorities, that all un­ 
dergraduate social affairs should be at­ 
tended by suitable representatatives from 
the faculty. 
“ We believe that it w’ould be a credit 
to our schools if liquor were forbidden 
and kept out of all undergraduate affairs 
of a social nature. 
“ We believe that every school should 
work toward the obtaining of its own dor­ 
mitories. 
“Directors in schools w’ould be quite as 
much an asset as a personnel director in 
facories. 
“ We believe that suitable lectures on 
sex questions and illustrated lectures on 
diseases should be given by competent 
persons or other qualified persons to all 
students very shortly after they enter col­ 
lege.”

HERE are so many choice dain­ 
ties that can be prepared for the 
Christmas season that it would re­ 
quire much space to give all the 
I recipes. Here are a few; 
Butterscotch 
Spanish 
Cream.— 
Prepare a custard as usual and. 
while it is still bpt, add one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls of gelatin, 
soaked and dissolved in two table­ 
spoonfuls of water. 
Strain Into a 
bowl and set in a pan of ice water. 
Stir occasionally and when it begins 
to stiffen beat until light and foamy. 
Beat three egg whites stiff; add one- 
fourth of a cupful of brown sugar 
and add to flu first mixture. Turn 
Into a mold, rinsed in cold water, 
and serve unmolded, garnished with 
strips of sponge cake and piped 
whipped cream. 
Snowballs-—Make a sponge cake 
as follows and bake in round iron 
popover pans. Bake a little harder 
than a cake. When cold remove the 
centers from each and fill with 
whipped *" cream 
which 
has been 
sweetened and flavored with almond. 
Put the edges together firmly and 
cover Lie balls with fondant which 
has boen melted over hot water. 
Roll in coconut. 
Work quickly, as 
the fondant hardens rapidly. 
For 
the cakes take two egg yolks beaten 
until thick, add one tablespoonful 
of water and continue beating; then 
add slowly one-third of a cup of 
powdered sugar, beating with an 
egg beater. 
Add one-third of a cup 
of pastry flour, mixed with one- 
eighth of a teaspoonful of baking 
powder and the same of salt. Fold 
in the stiffly beaten egg whites and 
flavor with lemon. 
The half pint Jars now on the 
market make nice gifts, when fille*] 
for the very small family. Thes« 
gifts ma;’ be wrapped and made t« 
look as festive as any done up In 
the city. 
Bittersweet or the red 
rose chips added to the green ot 
ground pine make very attractive 
decorations. 
Those who give wisely are not 
thinking of their friends a week or 
two before Christmas, but have 
planned months 
before, 
so that 
everything is ready to tie up and 
pack a week or two before Christ­ 
mas.
